Kawarazaki Chojuro. 

Following his initial appearance 
on the stage at the age of eight he 
changed his name to Gonjuro. In 
1874 through his efforts the 
Kawarazaki Theater was 
stored. He was also credited with 
the improvement of the Kabuki 
play, initiating a new perform- 
ance called “Katsureki.” 

After he in his turn chose a 
successor to the Kawarazakis, he 
retired from the stage to live with 
his family. His death occurred at 
his Chigasaki villa in Kanagawa 
Prefecture on September 13, 1903.

Its respon- 
sibility is far greater than to its member- 
ship alone and any Society that attempts

ity for a cleam and honorable hobby is 
§ neglectful of its duty. 

These same remarks apply to the 
American Stamp Dealers Association, If 
matters keep on going as they have in the 
past several months, both of these organi- 
zations will be forced to recognize these 
facts and take action for things have been 
going from bad to worse and only through 
such organizations as we have mentioned 
can sufficient pressure be brought to 
as practices ong? are a short - 

outright criminal acts, little short of high- 
GEO. W. LINN way robbery. These acts as they have 
been happening are doing a tremendous harm to a hobby that could 
be the finest and the most respected in the whole world, but the 
racketeers and the underworld element that has caused so much dis- 
aster in other fields must be driven out of Philately if it is to con- 
— as a hobby that will attract and hold the interest of clean 
people. 

Postal Officials are being corrupted, people associated with 
stamp issues are taking easy money and the stamp collectors are 
being robbed because of these acts. 

The FIP, International Philatelic Federation is taking steps that 
ean well be copied by our own Societies, and Associations. We have 
before us now a circular printed in German, French, English and 
Spanish that is being sent to Postal Administrations all over the 
world. The circular is also going to all Philatelic Publishers and 
Organizations with a plea for cooperation in cleaning up the dirt that 
has been swept into the hebby by people greedy for some easy dollars. 

We have not space to reprint here the entire circular but want to 
quote here a list of stamps of the type that the FIP is condemning. 

“Issues harmful to Philately...... We consider the following 
issues injurious.” 

(a) Issues delivered by postal authorities only by order, i.e. 
issues delivered exclusively to subscribers: 





(b) Issues sold by the bulk to an individual or group; 

{c) Issues not sold at postal counters; 

(d) Issues with limited editions; 

{e) Issues only obtainable in proportion to the purchase of other 
stamps. 


Surely no honorable dealer or collector, one who holds the good 
of our hobby first can find fault with condemning any issue that 
might come within the above listing. 

The circular goes more thoroughly into these matters and we 
feel that it should be printed in full and if you wiil refer to our issue 
of last week you will find the story in complete form. (page four.) 

One thing that would help in discouraging the sale of material 
of this type would be for the catalogue publishers to make announce- 
ment at the time of any such issue that the stamps positively would 
not be given catalogue recognition. Announcements such as this 
some months after the stuff has been marketed does little good. 
We must have the collector protected in advance of his purchase of 
this tripe and the catalogue publishers are perhaps best informed to 
do this job. 

The FIP has formulated rules and regulations which forbid the 
display in stamp exhibitions of stamps which it condemns, The 
rules also forbid such stamps being traded at stamp bourses under 
the auspices of associate stamp clubs and it further forbids such 
stamps in the sales and exchange circuits of member clubs. Only by 

a stand of our leading or ganizations in America can we beat these 
ean and eliminate them in the future, It is high time action were 
taken.

In the former are included 
stamps issued for Baden, Rhine- 
land-Pfalz, Wuerttemberg and 
post war Saar, And in the latter, 
all the A. M. G.’s including the 
Washington, London and Bruns- 
wick printings. 

Punched for a standard, three 
ring, loose-leaf binder, the pages 
are attractively laid out and writ- 
ten up. Condensed important 
data relative to each issue is in- 
cluded in the area where the 
stamps are to be displayed. 

A decided advantage is that 
each stamp will repose on a solid 
color area which gives the im- 
pression of individual mats, Such 
treatment makes each stamp stand 
out by itself.

|where he fared no better. Re- 
turning to this country he spent 
four years filled with all kinds of 
privations trying for help in New 
York and Washington. Finally in 
1843 Congress appropriated $30,- 
000 for an experimental line be- 
tween Washington and Baltimore. 

In that year he had almost 
yielded to despair when near mid- 
night in the last moments of the 
session Congress made the grant. 


(Yep, they had those kind of 
Congresses in 1843 too). 
The famous message which 


nearly all school children know, 
“What hath God wrought” was 








tapped out by Morse from the | 
rooms of the United States Su-| 
preme Court to Baltimore on May | 
24, 1844. After that demonstra- | 
tion Morse’s success was assurred, | 
but like all persons with a sure 
thing, he had to spend innumer- 
able days in court defending his 
rights against infringements. 

In collaboration with John W. 
Draper, Morse set up the first 





ica. He also laid the first sub- 
marine telegraph line, in New 
York Harbor, and was probably 
responsible for the idea of the 
Atlantic cable.
